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TfflRD ANNUAL CHALK FESTIVAL SCHEDULED FOR OCTOBER 3 AND 4; 
WORKSHOPS BEGIN SEPTEMBER 20 

Artists and aspiring artists of aU ages are invited to create chalk drawings on the 
sidewalks in front of The Cleveland Museum of Art and The Cleveland Museum of Natural 
History during the Third Annual Chalk Festival on Saturday, October 3, and Sunday, 

October 4, from 10 am to 4 pm. 

The Chalk Festival, inspired by a European tradition of street painting that dates back 
to 16th-century Italy, was conceived two years ago by Robin Van Lear, instructor at The 
Qeveland Museum of Art. This year The Qeveland Museum of Natural History and members 
of its Society of Nature Artists are joining in the festivities. 

At The Qeveland Museum of Art, participants may create chalk designs of their own 
or reproduce famous paintings or other works in the Museum’s collectioa They will work 
alongside eight professional artists who will be creating original large-scale chalk paintings. 

At The Qeveland Museum of Natural History, participants wiU join four members of the 
Society of Nature Artists in creating chalk drawings based on nature themes. (The names of 
these artists are attached to this release.) 

To reserve space for a chalk creation, one should call The Cleveland Museum of Art at 
421-7340, ext. 462, by Wednesday, September 30. One may also register in person at either 
museum during the Festival. Fees are $10 for a large square and $5 for a small square 
(materials included). 
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Two-part workshops, offered by The Oeveland Museum of Art, will help participants 
plan their designs, learn chalking techniques-even make their own chalk. Session I of the 
workshops meets on Simday, September 20, from 3 to 4:30 pm, and repeats on Wednesday, 
September 23, from 6:30 to 8 pm. Session II meets on Sunday, September 27, from 3 to 
4:30 pm, and repeats on Wednesday, September 30, from 6:30 to 8 pm. 

The workshop fee ($15 per person; $25 for families) includes materials and parking for 
two workshop sessions and reserves space and materials for the Chalk Festival. One can 
register for the workshops by calling the Museum at 421-7340, ext. 462, on or before Friday, 
September 18, or register in person during the first workshop session. 

Individuals, families, school and neighborhood groups are all invited to take part. 
Children participating in a workshop or the Festival must be accompanied by an adult. 

AH visitors and participants at the Chalk Festival who park in The Qeveland Museum 
of Art’s parking lot or deck will receive a special all-day parking rate of $3.
